It is encouraging 
to Jind that. export buyers of pig iron 
are following up their demands, notwith- 
standing recent advances in this line, 
It Is beginning to be questioned, how- 
ever, whether this country can hold its 
export trade in some products if present 
price tendencies continue. 
.In cotton .goods, as in iron and steel 
and a number of other products, active' 
export demand seems to have been at 
the bottom of the unquestionable im- 
provement which has occurred in the 
last three months. This week has wit- 
nessed specially marked strength, print 
cloths, ginghams and \gray cottons all 
sharing in the price advances. 
The 


export trade in cotton goods is the larg- 
est ever known for the period since Jan. 
1, being more than double the value of 
exports a year ago. Cotton itself is 
rather; easier and Slightly lower on the 
week, the result. partly;of a, slightly in- 
creased movement at the south.

terday in honor of the fourth anniversary 
of the beginning of the Cuban strugg-le 
•for independence were most spontaneou.- 
and wildly enthusiastic. Havana hac 
never seen anything like it before. The- 
entrance of General Gomez into the city 
was, of course, the principal feature. 
The whole town was decorated and the 
streets were packed 4with a crowd twlct 
as large as that which turned out at tbw 
Garcia funeral. 


At 12:30 yesterday General Gomez left 


Cerro, the suburb from which the march 
was to be made, with a procession in the 
following;brd.er of formation: The band 
,of the Seventh regular regiment, mount- 
ed; company L of the Seventh United 
States cavalry; .the staff of General 
Gomez,- with escort;' General Mayia 
Rodriguez and staff; General Maximo 
Gomez, upon whose right was Major 
General Luolow;' the members of Major 
Gc.ceral'-L'udlow's staff; then a great 
number of Cuban generals and officers, 
some mounted and some in carriages, and 
finally 2000. Cuban, cavalry and infantry. 


As General Gomez passed the crowds 


went wild with vivas, hats were flung in 
the air and women showered flowers on 
all sides. 'He bowed and raised his hat 
Incessantly as the crowds struggled to. 
get near-his horse and'clung to the ani- 
mal's sides as long as possible. 


The procession stopped frequently, 


eventually filing into', the main streets o. 
the city, passing. Central park and ar- 
riving at the palace at 2:30. The Pradc, 
and other avenues 'were lined with patri 
otic clubs, taking up various positions c* 
vantage, and then joining the procession 
as it parsed on from the palace, from _ 
balcony of which1 it v.'is reviewed bj 
General Gomez. ; 


Once at the'palace the Cuban com- 


mander-in-chfef was welcomed by Seno; 
Federlco Mora, the civil governor; Mayo; 
Perfe'sto Lacoste, the members of the 
city council, the junta patriotica, the 
members of the assembly, the secretaries, 
officials of all classes and numerous 
patriotic' clubs. The palace was beauti- 
fully decorated, and all previous effojts 
in the display of banners and bunting 
were surpassed'by'-the almost endless 
showing &f silk igmbrpidered standards 
and flags, hundreds "of which were car- 
ried by Havana's daughters. Following 
the procession" Verer many private car- 
riages, filled with women representing 
the best societ!r, come allegorically 
dressed and others waving flags. The 
Cuban bands played the Cuban national 
hymn, varying this with "Dixie," "The 
Star Spangled Banner," "The Stars and 
Stripes Forever" and popular American 
marches. 


There were many allegorical floats ex- 


pressing the friendship between Cub, 
and the United States. Two attracted 
particular attention, each drawn b;, 
three yoke of oxen. One represented th 
.Cuba of yesterday—a woman standin; 
with manacled hands, a broken whet 
barrow and other signs of desolation a 
toer feet; the other, the Cuba of today—, 
woman under a-palm, smiling and sur- 
rounded by. many, evidences of prosper- 
ity.

Tha are for- 
ests of plants which once grew aa 
mighty tree*, tat outside of fairyland 
who would ever imagine a majestic 
woodland of club mose aad reeds and 
the little sand weed called the horsetail I 


In Greenland, right nnder the ice- 


fields, a buried forest has been found in 
which the plants were all palms and 
tropical creepers, proving that once the 
arctic regions were as hot as the Indies 


In the Wash, between the counties 


of Lincoln and Norfolk, there is an old 
forest under the sea, with stumps of 
fallen oaks and elms still visible in 
places when the tide is low. This was 
all dry land in the daya of the ancient 
Britons. 


Out in the desert of Arizona there is 


a dead for«*t on the surface of burning 
rock and drifting^sand, where no plant 
gave the cactus can now find any wa- 
ter. When the place was first discover- 
ed, a negro cook thought it would bean 
excellent place for camping, so he tqok 
an ax and delivered a mighty blow 
upon the fallen trunk of a big red pine. 


His ax was ruined, the haft smashed 


and bis fingers So badly hurt that he 
sat down and "howled, for that tree 
was changed to" massive rock, which 
looked ae fresh as though felled but 
yesterday. The whole prostrate foreat 
of big timber had been changed into 
valuable and beautiful onyx, jasper 
and agate.— Chicago Tribune. 


THE TRUE MANIA. 


Interesting? Facts About a Llohen of 


the Sab*ran Desert. 


According to M. Chastrey, the true 


manna of the Scripture ia the thallo- 
phyte, known to botanists as Canona 
escnlenta 
and 
Lichen 
esculeqtus. 


The nbmads of the Sahara and south 
Algeria call it Ousseh-el-Ard. It is also 
found in Persia. Arabia and Mesopo- 
tamia. It is grayish, about the size of 
a small pea, and farinaceous inside. 
Some say the spores are brought -by 
wind and develop with dew. Others 
think it leaves a germ or seed behind it 
when it perishes. It should be collected 
in the morning of its appearance, be- 
cause it dries in the sun .and is lost in 
the sand. It can be preserved in a closed 
vessel. The lichen does not cling to any 
foreign body, bnt lies on the sand in a 
layer sometimes nearly an inch thick 
and can be collected easily. It ia rather 
sweet in taste. 


The Arabs, whose lives it often saves, 


boil it in water, and thus get a gelati- 
nous paste, which they servo in various 
ways. To preserve the manna they dry 
it in the shade or they wrap the paste 
in skins. Analysis shows that the lichen 
contains 16 parts of water, 14 of nitrog- 
enous matter, 20 of non-nitrogenous 
matter, 5 of mineral matter, 32 of sug- 
ared and amylaceous matter and 4 of 
fats. The Arabs of Cbnambra and the 
Algerian douara never fail to gather it 
after dewa and raina aa a welcome ad 
dition to their diet and a gentle laxa- 
tive, — San Francivo Chronicle.

is made np largely of huge and un- 
wieldy ships, armed with monstrous 16 
inch guns that are practically worth- 
leas. I doubt if these vessels could safe- 
ly venture out of the Mediterranean. 


"When the fact is considered that 


only a few years ago this country was 
actually inferior to China m strength 
on the sea. the progress we have made 
in this regard seems wonderful The 
brand newness of our navy is in itself a 
great advantage, inasmuch as it means 
that our ships are thoroughly up to 
date As for the vessels nnder construc- 
tion and soon to be ordered, they will 
be the finest of their types in existence 
Take, for example, the new Maine, 
whose keel was laid recently. 
She 


••pill be a battleship to be proud of—a 
fighting machine considerably more for- 
midable than the Oregon or the Indi- 
ana. Her armament will be something 
tremendous, comprising four 12 inch 
breechloading rifles, 16 six inch quick 
fire guns. 20 six pounder qi ck fire 
guns, six one pounder quick fire guns 
«nd four Gatlings. 


"The materials foi tbe Missouri and 


Ohio have been got together, and they 
trill be begun at once These are sisters 
of tbe Maine, tbe three being triplets 
and alike in all respects., Fully equip- 
ped and ready for sea, with stores and 
coal on board, each of them will weigh 
12,500 tons. Probably you are aware 
that these are decidedly the largest 
battleships owned or contracted for by 
Uncle Sam. The Oregon. Indiana and 
Massachusetts weigh only 10,288 tons 
•piece, and the Iowa, our biggest vessel 
of this type now afloat, has a displace- 
ment—i. e.. weight—of 11,340. The 
Alabama. Illinois, Kearsarge, Kentucky 
and1 Wisconsin, all five now under con- 
struction, will displace about 12,000 
tons each The old Maine weighed only 
6,fl82 tons—a little more than half the 
avoirdupois of ber namesake and suc- 
cessor. 


"Now. it ia worth while to call your 


Attention to some of tbe improvements 
which mark notable differences be- 
tween the battleships we have afloat at 
present and the new triplets of tbe 
Maine class. Take notice, to begin 
with, of tbe extraordinary number of 
quick fir& guns, which are designed pw- 
ttarily 
for destroying the personnel of 


a bostile vessel—a point that counts 
more for victory, as experience in mari- | 
time warfare has proved, "than all else. 
Each of these three sea fighters, you will 
observe, carries 42 weapons of this 
death dealing kind, which discharge a 
continuous rain of explosive projectiles, ' 
and 16'of them throw shells of 6 inch 
diameter, weighing 100 pounds apiece 


"The Orefon. Indiana and Massa- 


chusetts, each have four 13 inch nnes. 
but instead of these tbe Maine triplets 
carry an cqr"l number of 13 inch ri- 
fles. This reduction of caliber by no 
means implies a decrease of efficiency, 
however. 
On the contrary, the new 


Btyle of 12 inch gun, rising smokeless 
powder, is a more destructive weapon 
than the old style 13 inch gun and. 
with ita monijt. weighs 25 tons less—a 
very important point on a warship. 
Where every ton of weight saved in tins' 
Way means jnst so much more coal ca- 
pacity or otb<T proportionate advantage 
gained. The up to date 12 inch breech- 
loading rifle ia of extraordinary length, 
because the smokeless powder burns 
slowly and. of course, must be entirely 
consumed—i. e.. transformed into gas 
—before the projectila leaves the muz- 
Vie. 


"So for 1 have spoken only of the au- 


pcrior offensive qualities of the battle- 
ships whose keels are about to be laid. 
KeTt, it will be appropriate to refer to 
their exceptional defensive strength. , 
Oar five battleships a.t present in com- I 
mission have each of them a waterlins 
armor belt covering only the vitals of 
the vessel between turrets. This belt is 
18 inches tb'ck in the Indiana class and 
14 inches thick on tbe Iowa. On the. 
Maine. Missouri and Ohio it will be re- 
duced to 12 inches, bnt. being of the 
new Krnppi?ed steel./it will be qnitoi 
as efficient to keep out projectiles an 10 
Inches or even more of the Harveyized 
|il<itiiig."

THE INSPECTOR OF PLCJttBING 


MATTER. 


Something like a decisive movement 


was made today in the inspector of 
plumbing case. The report from the 
civil service examination was received 
and a permanent appointment was de- 
cided upon forthwith. The successful 
candidates named in the report are 
Frank E. Nugent and Alexander T. 
Ford. Mr. Nugent in his examination 
earned 85.16 per cent and Mr. Ford 
earned 79.15 ' per cent Mr. Nugent, 
therefore, stood at the head of the list 
and is the man chosen to be inspector 
of plumbing.

by 


his considering himself in no way 
responsible for the Stewart claims and 
his considering himself bound to name 
the man best qualified to fill the po- 
sition as far as a civil service examina- 
tion can show him to be so qualified. 
Looking at the matter from that point 
of view the engineer's decision is cor- 
rect But there are circumstances in 
the case that make this disinterested 
way of making the appointment some- 
what peculiar if not unfair. It must be 
remembered that Mr. Ford has held 
the office of Inspector of plumbing for 
some time, that to accept it he had to 
give up a position that was of con- 
siderable value to him and that he had 
a right, under the circumstances, to 
consider himself the man for the po-' 
sition , permanently unless sufficient 
reasons should appear to decide the ap- 
pointing power to the contrary. In 
making known his decision to Mr. Ford 
the city engineer was influenced by 
Mr. Ford's efficient work as Inspector 
to tell the temporary inspector that he 
should not consider the choice of Mr. 
of 
Mr. Nugent for the 
position 


as a removal 
of 
himself, 
that 


his work had been entirely satisfactory 
and that there was no room for ad- 
verse criticism of it. This, taken in 
connection with the fact that the ap- 
pointing power had every legal right 
to name Mr. Ford for the position did 
it choose to do so although he was a 
• few numbers lower than Mr. Nugent, 
must carry to Mr. Ford's mind that he 
has been the_ victim of political floun- 
dering as it certainly will impress the 
public mind. We do not mean to ac- 
cuse the city engineer of playing poli- 
tics tn his dropping of Mr. Kord and 
his appointing of Mr. Nugent, but we 
do mean to say that the placing of Mr. 
Ford in an office, which he has com- 
petently filled, and the dropping of 
him . when he was proved eligible by 
competitive examination and efficient 
by actual test, shows conclusively that 
someone has taken a position in this 
matter' that he has not the courage to 
maintain. No question of right calls 
for the appointment of Mr. Nugent and 
the kicking out of Mr. Ford. Mr. Ford's 
test in the office should at least count 
for as much as Mr. Nugent's extra per1 
centage in examinaiton and Mr. Ford's 
giving up of his position to serve the 
administration should certinly weigh 
in favor of him for the administration's 
choice. If by an honest consider- 
ation of the case we are forced to the 
conclusion that Mr. Ford was in Jus- 
tice entitled to the appointment we are 
then forced to the other conclusion 
that to political floundering is due the 
humiliation of Mr. Ford. 


At whose door this political flound- 


ering is to be laid is a matter the pub- 
lic is perfectly competent to settle. Mr. 
Ford was <5f service to Mayor Cady 
when he was a candidate for this, his 
second term as mayor. After Mayor 
Cady's re-election, and after his sum- 
mary dismissal of Inspector Stewart 
while 
supposedly 
exercising 
the 


authority of city engineer, the mayor 
riamed Mr, Ford as inspector of plumb- 
ing. 
The appearance of Mr. Stewart 


with a claim on the office succeeded In 
giving the appointment of Mr. Ford its 
political tinge. This the people recog- 
nized, fully understood and

talked about, not hesitating to express 
an opinion. Now Mr- Ford leave* the 
office though eligible to hold it and 
though proved to b« competent.

fingers doubled, thumb and little finger 
erect, varies frdm "He drinks" to

To move the open hand over the

All four fingers and. the thumb held 


points together and moved, toward the 
mouth means "to eat."

MoEnery Resolve a "Delusion 


and a Snare." 


Johitton Says CisHilltH Cautri • Chufli to 


Administration's Polle* 


(Fuller Report Than Yesterday's) 


Washington, Feb. 
25.—In the nous* 


yesterday Representative Johnson of 
Indiana delivered a formal speech, read- 
ing from manuscript, in criticism of 
President McKinley's Home Market club 
address. Mr. Johnson spoke of the juxta- 
position of the picture* of Washington, 
Jjincoln and McKinley, and declared that 
the use of the word "liberators" beneath 
was a piece of bitter irony, and he con- 
gratulated the president upon being able 
to sit there without coMclou* embarrass- 
ment. 


"A few evenings ago." said Mr. John- 


eon, "the Home Market club of Boston 
gave a banquet, at which the president 
was present From the newspaper ac- 
counts of the affair it was an exceedingly 
elaborate one. 


"The president arose from his seat and 


there, within the shadow of the monu- 
ment of Bunker Hill, where Warren fell, 
fighting for liberty and within a stone's 
throw of Faneuil hall, where time and 
again the true sons of the old Bay Stat«) 
have sent forth to the country theli 
messages of freedom, he delivered per- 
haps the most remarkable, certainly the 
most disingenuous address thai ever fell 
from the lips of an American president 


"This address was nothing mote nor 


less than a carefully devised and studi- 
ous misstatement of the issue between 
the chief executive and those of his own 
party who are opposed to his wretched 
policy In the Philippines. It was an ef- 
fort to befog the subject and to mislead 
the public judgment 


"If the chief executive really feels aa 


he declared at the banquet that he did, 
that the disposition of the Philippines Is 
a matter to be determined by congress, 
why does be not call a special session ol 
congress to settle the matter at once and 
then keep his hands off? Heaven knows 
there is need of action. If he is sincere 
why did he, permit his supporters in the 
senate to vote down the other day tha 
Bacon resolution, which declared that 
the United States entertained no inten- 
tion of permanently holding these isl- 
ands? Why did he Insist that the Me- 
Enery resolution should be passed; a 
resolution which Is a fraud, a delusion 
•nd a snare, a shameful evasion? 


"That resolution IB intended simply-ti 


Quiet the conscience of tha American 
people, to lull all opposition to sleep while' 
tbe president goes ahead waging relent- 
less and merciless war against tbe Fili- 
pinos and laying-deep and secure the 
foundations for a peimanent American, 
colony. I insist that the whole policy ie 
a crime, and that the chief executive at 
this nation-is the one who has precipi- 
tated upon us the embarrassments and 
the difficulties by which we are now con- 
fronted. I insist that he did not simply 
bold the Philippines as commasdsr-5:;- 
chief, leaving the^ question of the dis- 
position and control of them to congress, 
but that he formulated and put ' ir '-a 
execution an affirmative and aggress) •« 
yolicy, that of the permanent annexa-, 
lion to this country of the Philippines. 
. "The president's flrst impression was 
to demand of the Filipinos simply a coal- 
ing station, a measure amply sufflcieni 
for all our legitimate purposes and the 
evacuation of the Islands by Spain with- 
out compensation by' the taxpayers ol 
the United States. Had he adhered to 
this all would have been well. Th« 
president committed) a fatal error. He 
Wrote into that treaty the absolute trans- 
fer of Spanish sovereignty over thi 
PbJUpiK"E3 w> ourselves and the pay- 
ment of $20,000,000 as a consideration foi 
the cession. Then he issued to the peo- 
ple of the Philippines that proclamation 
In which he informed them that the 
United States had suceeded to the title 
Of Spain, declared that the government, 
and control of their territory belongec 
to us, ordered them to pay their taxes, 
to- the military government which ,h«, 
had established over them, and blandly 
made known to them that our mission in 
their midst was one of benevolent as- 
(Slmilation.1 The president drove the 
treaty through the senate by the unlim- 
ited exercise of all those powers and in- 
fluences which the great office he holds, 
makes possible. 


"Why did the president change his 


original intention as to the terms to be 
incorporated into the treaty? 


"In th'is Home Market address be 


exultlngly declared that the annexation 
treaty had passed the senate by ovei 
two-thirds and was sanctioned by tha 
Judgment of nine-tenths of his couiitry- 
men. How that treaty finally got itsrtwo- 
.thirds majority in the senate—the; tre- 
jnendous pressure necessary to secure it 
there, when its fate hung doubtful and 
.trembling in the balance until the very 
latest moment and was then only saved 
by the votes of senators who had most 
of them spoken against it—no' man 
knows better than Mr. McKinley. 
s 


"In my humble opinion, the reason 


lor the change in the presidential policy 
was his concession to the selfish cap- 
italists of the country,'his surrender-tc 
their demands. 
These are the gentle- 


men who furnished the money for his 
nomination and election, and who, I 
doubt not, hav« pledged him a renomlna- 
tlon and a re-election. 
These are the 


gentlemen who are already seizing upon 
valuable franchises in China, in con- 
nection with an English syndicate. 


"These are the gentlemen who al- 


ready are grasping after special privi- 
leges in the Philippines, in Cuba and 
Porto Rico. It was, I imagine, for their 
especial 
benefit that the president 


created his advisory board to the war, de- 
partment, composed of throe American 
cit'sens, their objects being to farm out 
valuable 
privileges and 
immunities!

disposition they should Jiave a voice.

Exhibited With MaKnlflceat Scenic 
and Electrical Effect*. 


The plans for the great joint Amer- 


ican railway exhibit are now nearing 
completion, writes* the Chicago cor- 
respondent of the Washington Post, al- 
though the preliminaries were only first 
discussed in a general meeting of rail- 
way officials held at tbe Grand Pacific 
hotel, in Chicago, last December. 


Tbe feasibility of every part of the 


plan has been carefully tested and re- 
ported on by experts, so that at tbe 
time of the first meeting aluio.:t every 
contingency had 
been marked out. 


Before giving a minute description of 
the plans it may be repeated that the 
scheme -to hare all tbe railways in the 
country represented in one extensive, 


j novel and entertaining exhibit bas mot 
! with general favor, hoth on account of 


the economy of such a joint form of ex- 
hibit and by reason of the limited space- 
at Paris. 


The coming together of tbe repre- 


sentative? of tbe trunk lines last De- 
cember to discuss the matter gave the 
plan its first impetus. A committee 
composed cf General Passenger Agent 
Kniskern of the Chicago and North- 
western. General Passenger Agent Ens- 


| tis of tbe Burlington. General PasSen- 
i ger Agent Sebastian of tbe Rock Island 
I and Assistant General Passenger Agent 
! Biggins of tbe Santa Fe was tben 
1 formed, which later agreed on a plan of 


action. 


Mr. John H. McGibbons. secretary 


to the United States commissioner gen- 
eral to the Paris exposition, explained 
the position of the United States offi- 
cials in regard to it and spoke strongly 


j on tbe desirability of the railway com- 


j panies acting together. 


Since then tbe cordial, active and 


moral support of the leading companies 
and railway interests as well has given 
adrlod strength. At present a regular 
form of agreement to join in the exhibit 
is being signed and approved daily by 
railway companies in every part of the 
United States. This active co-operation 
makes possible a permanent organiza- 
tion at an early date and insures tbe in- 
auguration of the work incidental to 
the many parts of tbe exhibit. 


Tbe plan submitted to .and first ap- 


proved by companies with headquarters 
in Chicago provides for the construc- 
tion of an enormous upright, relief or 
profile map of the United States, on 
which all the elevations and natural 
features of the country will be shown 
in proper proportions and colors, with 
booths on each side of the spectatorium 
for the nse of tbe companies interested. 
The map itself is to be on the scale of 
one inch to the mile and will be 140 
feet high and 230 feet in length approx- 
imately. 


The route of every line of railway in 


tbe country will be shown by electrical 
devices. That is, by turning a button, 
the route of one road, for instance, will 
be shown in miniature lights against a 
background of the wbole great map of 
the country. Tbe name of tbe road will 
appear in large letters at tbe front of 
the lecture platform, and while any 
{particular road is being displayed noth- 
ing else but the natural features of the 
country will be seen. Meantime a short 
entertaining talk will be given, telling 
about tbe particular road, its organiza- 
tion, ttfe country through which it 
passes, the products and other similar 
information. 


It has aiso been suggested that a cine- 


matograph in the evening and a'kineto- 
scope in tite day time showing moving 
pictures taken from the trains, say of 
tbe finer views on each road, would be 
a most attractive adjunct to the illumi- 
nation and talks given of and concern- 
ing tbe various roads. To bring out 
into stiH stronger relief the immense 
railroad system of the country it is pro- 
posed to show all the trains in service- 
on the various roads going into the 
plan, in their approximate position, at 
a given baur of tbe day. This wonld be 
done by miniature transparencies. 


The active co-operation of leading 


roads and contemporaneous interests 
'has served to advance tbe undertaking 
until it is past tbe point of a possible 
failure, and as each railroad enters the 
compact it is just one point nearer 
starting the exhibit on its journey. 


The Hon. Ferdinand W. Peck, com- 


missioner general to the Paris exposi- 
tion, has been made acquainted with 
the plans for this exhibit, and an ap* 
plication for the necessary space has 
been filed with him. A general assur- 
ance bas been given that Mr. Pack will 
nee his bast offices toward securing the 
•pace required. 


The cost of this gigantic map will, 


•f course, depend a great deal upon the 
space that can be secured and tbe num- 
ber of companies interested. Tbe total 
cost of tbe exhibit is set at about $150,- 
000. 
and it is to provide this sum that 


tbe various roads are now making their 
subscriptions. 


The undertaking will give people of 


other nationalities a striking, concrete 
and concentrated idea of the vast re- 
sources and progressive state of oar 
land. 
"Comfort in travel." says a 


spokesman of one of the best known 
American lines, "is most perfectly ex- 
pressed in the United States." 


The map will be expressive of a very 


great deal Besides the railway lines of 
tbe country. It will tell of huge quan- 
tities of food, of raw materials of all 
kinds, of flpeed and alao of quick, nn- I 
erring force. It will show up Uncle |

; gree of latitude, should follow tbe sum-

nearer than ten marine leagues from 
the coast. At that time Alaska was un- 
explored and nothing was known of the 
interior except what was-jej»orted by 
whalers, who described a chain of 
mountains running parallel with the 
coast at an average distance of 30 miles, 


i It was the intention of Russia, which 


I was conceded by England, to retain all 
of the inlets and bays with which the 
coast is indented. Modern exploration, 
however, bas developed • tbe fact that 
there is no regular mountain chain. 
The mountains are broken and scattered 
in an irregular manner all over tbe ter- 
| ritory. The British claim, therefore, 
that the boundary should run from 
summit to summit in the shortest direct 
line between the mountains nearest the 
coast, regardless of the stipulation 
which gave Bussia: title to a strip ten 
marine leagues wide.- As many'of the 
mountains are only a mile or two from 
the coast, by this construction of the 
treaty the British would obtain control 
| of nearly all the best harbors and inlets.

nttnd Yonr Bird's Leg*. 


Young chickens and other birds fre- 


quently break the bones of their legs, 
and if properly attended to these frac- 
tures can be easily cured with very lit- 
tle trouble. As soon as the injury is 
noticed the fracture must be carefully 
cleaned and^w^shed with ~anr. vratcr 
and then wrapped with a bit of antisep- 
tic cotton. Splints" are then prepared 
for the fractured limb, preferably of 
split elder wood, the pith of which is 
taken ont. These splints are fastened 
to the cotton with a drop of glue, and 
held tightly in place by being wound 
with linen thread. The bandage and 
dressing are left undisturbed for from 
three to four weeks, then the leg is 
soaked in tepid water until the bandage 
conies off easily. The fracturawill have 
completely healed in that time. 


Canaries and other pet birds can be 


similarly treated in case of a,fracture 
of a leg, only the older splints are sub- 
stituted by pieces of cardboard and the 
bandage is left but two weeks on the 
little winged patients. i

TJmt Have Been Devised by tlu 
Writer* of Fiction For Their Hen 
and Women of Crime. 


Dickens is »esponsible for a most en- 


tertaining gallery of rogues. Qnilp (the 
distorted dwarf) and Rogue Riderhood 
(the'ruffian) alike terminate their ex 
istence in a watery grave 
Ealp! 


Nickleby, Gashford and Jonas Chuzzle 
wit take their own lives, while DriaL 
Heep, Sqneera and Littimer leave tbeii 
country for their country's good in 
garbs gratuitously provided by govern- 
ment and freely embossed with "broad 
arrows." 


Perhaps the most grewsome of Dick- 


ens' death scenes is that provided by 
the face of the ever smiling Carker, into 
which the irresistible locomotive is im- 
pressed, probably for the first time iu 
the history of fiction. 


Scott's villains most frequently meet 


with violent deaths at tbe hands of oth- 
ers, often their accomplices, or commit 
suicide on the evfe of discovery and dis 
grace. Bnt the sensation lover ha 
nevertheless been catered for in thi 
death of Anthony Foster, the accom 
plice of the poisoner Richard Varney 
Th'is miserable wretch is depicted as 
hiding ^OOL. hi» pursuers in a secre 
cell.

co means confined to Lytton. It is util 
izqd by Anthony Hope in "Phroso1 
and by Stanley Weyman in "Under tb« 
Bod Robe, "where the villain and hi- 
victim fall from a lofty bridge into K 
seething torrent below. In this way. 
too, Conan Doyle killed the immortal 
Sherlock Holmes, who. fast locked in o 
struggle with "the greatest villain o 
them all." falls over an Alpine preci 
pice. 


Wilkie Collins brings bis principr 


villain, tho double faced, calcnlatin 
Count Fcsco, to an ignoble end, be dis 
appearing for a time, only to reappea, 
upon the ghastly shelves of the Pan 
tnorgae. A still , more ghastly fate i 
that of the she fiend, Gagool. immortal 
ized by Rider Haggard in "King Solo 
mon's Mines."
